Belalire of iaron HegfUoii Corwtne, 
iraysTlUe ArUit, Offers Oil Paint. 
Ing (0 the City - Will 
B* iceepted. 

Mayor Thomas M. Russell has Just 
received a letter from Wni. It. Corwlne 
Secretary of the American Dyes In- 
stltulo of New York City, informine 
him tlial ills aunt, ilio uiihnv of ,Iuili;e 
Richard Mortlniur t'orwiiic, is aliont 
to give up her home in WashliiKtun 
City and go abroad to make her home 
with her son-in-law, a British naval 
offlcer, In Iiondon. In her possession 
is a very valuable oil painting of 
Aaron HouChton Corwlne, one of the 
most famous of Maysvllle's sons, so 
far as Is known, the only Maysvilltan 
who mailo a world-wide reputation as 
nil artist. Tills oil paintinR .Mr. Cor- 
wino offers to iho city of Maysville as 
a gift from his aunt 

Aaron Houghton Corwino was one 
of the most famous sons of .Maysville 
and waa a member of u very famous 
family, many of his brothers havlni; 
made wonderful successes In life. One 
brother, Jacob Houghton Corwlne, 
founded the old Maysville Eagle and 
his son, Richard ^rortlmer Corwlne 
who was iKini in Maysville. moveil to. 
Ohio and hecanie lauions. He was a 
Major ill Hw ('i\il War and served as 
Jlldue Advocate, lie was one of the 
two dolcRates lo llie Chicago conven- 
tion which hroko the dead lock and 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for Pres- 
ident, the famous .Mr. Eiio being the 
riilier. It Is the widow of this Judge 
Richard Corwlne, who practiced law 
in Washington until his death, who 
- n, IS to mako thta gift of her hus- 
band's uncle's portrait to the city of 
Maysville. 

Of A.iroii Hoiishton CorwIno history 
says: "He was an artist of coiisid- 
orahlo repute, miRratIng from Mays- 
ville, Mason county, Ky., at an early 
age. He at once took rank amoni; thr 
very first of his profession. Ills por- 
traits were noted for truthfulness to 
the original, and to this day are high 
ly prized by the families in Cincin- 
nati who are their fortunate posses 
sors. He started for Italy In the early 
part of 1S2n to perfect hia art, but 
upon liis arrival in London his deli- 
cate health, whicii had liccome much 
impaired hy the London voyaiie. In- 
duced him to return to America which 
he barely reached before his deaili 
which occurred at Philadelphia Ir 
1830." 

"Aaron Corwlne was the son of 
Amos Corwlne. Aaron was bom about 
1780. His father migrated from Hope- 
well, Hnnterton county, New Jersey, 
to Maaon county, Ky.. In 1788, and set- 
tled witli bis family In the last-named 
place. ,\aroii was the youni-'ost of six 
children. He was apparently born in 
New Jersey and went with his father 
and family to Mason county at an 
early age. Ho developed consid-rabie 
skill as an artist early In life." 

There Is now hanging In the Public 
Library an oil portrait of Aaron Cor- 
wlne painted by himself as he sat 
lookimx info a bucket of water for his 
own features. The portrait has been 
badly ilaniai;eil hy the two fires Which 
have visited the library. 

The family of .Iiidt-e ('. D. Newell 
and tlie family of Mr. fieorge H. 
Frank are both connected with the 
Corwino family. 

Mayor Russell today wrote to Mr. 
Corwine in New Toft, In behalf of the 
elty, accepting the portrait, which 
when received will be hung In the 
public Library in Sntton street with 
appropriate oeremonies.

THE PUOBT OF THE BAILROADB. 



The railroads of the United Stuti;s, tlirout?b in-m rHl Atterbuiy, 
vice president of the Penimylvania lincH, have appealed to the Rail- 
road Lalior Board for tli.' ;il>ro«iitioii ol the national aKiTmi'iils en- 
tered into betWL'i'U the roads ami their employees at the instiinco of 
the government and under itH control. 

General Atterbury iiisistrJ thai the (luestion of what iMiistitiit' s 
reasonable and eeoaomicul rules and working conditions, must be left 
in the power of the different roads, and determined after negotiation 
between tiie carriers and llu ir ntiployees. 

The rules and regulations forced on llio roads durinjf the war 
emergency General Atterbury argued, entailed gross wantu and pro- 
dvced fatal inefTieieuey. It aiip'^ars to liim that unless immediate ae- 
tion is talte na calamity is certain to occur, lioads will, in a very 
short time, under present conditions, be clamorinK t-r ree(■iv,■r^ship^. 
and a crisis will he ))repipitatpd whose end no one could fores. e. 

"It rests," he said, "entirely with the board to say whether the 
whole situation shall drift into chaos, and orderly procedude beeome 
Impossible, excei)t at the price of bankruptcy, financial shock and still 
wider unemployment." 

The railroads have emphatienlly refused to negotiate with the 
men themselves, on the pUa that theri' is I'uin in delaw, and no pros- 
pect of any agrement within a reasonable lim.-. Action must be <|ui«'k 
and decisive to avert disaster. 

This news will come as a shock to the treneral piililie, Hverybody 
knew that railroad earnings were fullini; oil raj)idly, and that tiie car- 
riem were finding it difficult to borrow money, but that the tangle 
had become so complete and that the greatest siiifrle industry in the 
trountry, on which every otliur depends, was brought to an extremity 
and already seized by a feelinfi of panic, was a totally unexpected dc 
velopment. 

It is unquestionably true that the etiieieney of labor was lowered 
in the railroad industry duriut' ilic war; that waste was everywhere 
in evidence: that trackage and rolling stock and motive power ran 
down; and that demoralization ensued upon the exercisp of gov- 
ernment control. 

The government did not, as it was pledged to do, protect the 
roads and the stockholders with scrupulous care. 

But that tlic cure for all the evils of which (ieneral Atterbury 
speaks is to be sought in the reduction of forces and a degreaco in 
wage scales is not at once clear. This may or may not be the ease. 

It is of course i)roper that the trainmen, in common with mo m of 
all trades, must have living wages and this principal must steadfastly 
be adhered to. On the other hand, it imust be conceded by all rea.son- 
able men that the employees of the great railway lines must staiul 
upon all fours with men in other trades and occupations, and they 
ratist take the same course in the industrial world which all workei-s 
take. There should he no partiality betwci n working men any more 
than there should be favoritism as bet wen bos.ses.'' 



"PLENTY OF BUSINESS." 

"As to businesa— there is plenty of business for those wob go 
after it,'' says I'dwin Hobby, vice pi-esident of the Security National 
Bank of Dallas. His remarks and hopeful advice regarding condi- 
tions in that section of the country are not without interest to busi- 
nen men in this and other sections of the couutiy. Writing in the 
monthly review of his band he says: 

"Business is bi-ttiM- than reported, (hie of the laiirest retailers 
of Dallas told mu that the last three mouths of li)2U liad been the ban- 
ner months in nnmber of sales made. His profits were lower, due to 
'taking his laia,' but it indicated a healthy viewpoint on the part of 
the buyer. 

"One of the most pratifying things in the present situation is the 

small number of failures followiiiL' in the wake of the decline of prici s 
"Some concerns that iiail only hoped to hrcak even at liie enil of 
the year are paying large bonuses to their emi>loyep«. as in previous 
years, and facing the future with sei'ene confidence. 

"This shows that our merchants were fully aware of the tempo- 
rary nature o ft he high-price period, and made their plans to meet 
the decline. Now that it has come they linve cleared their stocks of 
merchandise bouglit at the high-tide and arc ready to start off on the 
new low level basis to meet the demands of the buying public, with 
out hesitancy. 

"The enormous yield o fthc past harvest has given us ample sup 
plies of food aii<l I'ecil ar;d ollu r I'loiioioditirs niid in iiiy opinion il 
is only a question of liindiii); an ecpiitable exchange basis as betwei ii 
oar raw materials and mannfactored prodnets when business will be 
resumrd on a [oc war baaia. AVe eannot i xpect a man to willin'.Hy 
cell five pounds of raw wool for two or three dollars and buy il back 
in the form of u overcoat at $100. 

"Any man, however, can readily see that such a condition can 
not emtinne to exist for long, and that before many days conditions 
will right themwlvea."— Wall Sti. . t .|.,ui ii»l.

Secretary of State Colby Is bark 
from South America, where he trav- 
eled In regal splendor, with a battle- 
ship to houflc his parly. Vor success- 
ful posing the camer men have never 
had better subjects than the ('oll)y 
parly. The commercial Interests of 
North and South America have been 
reaching toward one another in ef- 
forts to "get together" for many 
years. Mr. Colby doubtless felt tbat
